That dog should be instantly 
tied up, because it- it be rabies it takes 
but a day or Uvo for ferocious in- 
stincts to develop.

evidence, 
hov.-cvcr, of a dog with 


rabies is the sticky, whitish saliva 
which covers the teeth and shows on 
the draivn lips. 
The eyes glare and 


are red; the dog has paroxysms of run- 
ning furj-, 
during which jt barks 


hoarsely, -which alternate -svlth periods

who formerly worked in a.restaurant 
in New York and whose arrest was 
brought about merely 
through 
his 


strikingly unfortunate resemblance to 
Leon Ling. 


Thus, with the arrest of Uhung Sin 


of no great import, the case, aside 
from developments In New York, is 
about where it was when Elsie Sigel's 
body was found crammed into the 
trunk In a. room over an Eighth avenue 
chop suey restaurant- last Friday 
night.

Theories as to the motive of the

That he 
killed her because of her "apparent 
friendship for Chu Gain, who is de- 
tained as a material witness, is still 
the predominant belief.

town, who knew Elsie Sigel and her 
mother intimately, said: 


"I know Chu Gain very well. He is

would trust with my life. Mrs. Sigel 
and Elsie also knew him for many 
years. 
I believe that Elsie was in 


love with Chu Gain and would have 
married him, hut that he would not 
marry her. 


"Within the last year, despite her 


love for Chu Gain, Elsie became ap- 
parently infatuated with Leon Ling. 
But I think It was only a flirtation. 
He, I know, asked her to marry him, 
but she refused him. In fact she told 
me that she refused him. Her mother 
knew all about It."

If women's health is injured by their present conditions of work, 


then for the good of the race something must be done about it. Either 
women must Ut> forced out of industry or special legislation must be 
enacted to protect women workers. Women have gone out of ihe home 
into the factory because their work has gone out of the domestic sys- 
tem into Hie factory system. They have simply followed their work, 
and any attempt to force women workers back into the home would 
necessarily be accompanied by the forcing of industry back into the 
old fashioned domestic methods of production. This is obviously im- 
possible. 
If \ve cannot force women out of industry, then, as existing 


conditions are disastrous to their health, we must enact special legis- 
lation to improve these conditions. 


Now, 
one of the best ways of improving the conditions under 


which any class works is to give that class the suffrage. Legislators 
make the laws regulating the conditions of work and hours in fac- 
tories, and legislators naturally, pay most attention to the interests 
of those who elect them. If the workers are women and are therefore 
in need of, special legislation for the protection of their'health, one of 
the surest ways oC securing that legislation is to make the legisla- 
tors dependent on Hie votes of women as well as men for continuance 
of office. 


Justice Brewer of the United States Supreme Court, in upholding 


ihe constitutionality of the Oregon law limiting the hours of women 
laundry workers to ten hours a day, said: "Her phjsictl structure and 
a proper discharge of her maternal functions—having in mind not 
only her own health, but the well being of the race—justify legislation 
to protect her from the greed as well as the passion of man/' Justice 
Brewer believes in woman's suffrage as a potent factor in securing such 
legislation.

Then Its voice be- 
comes louder. It roars, shows Its teeth 
and lowers Its ears, the movements of 
the tall increasing all. the time. 


At the time of charging—that is, 


at the height of Its anger—the tall rises- 
in the air until It Is almost vertical, tbe 
black 'tassei continues to move, the 
ears are flattened completely, and tbe 
animal comes toward jjou at a slow 
trot, then at a gallop, and 
finally 


springs forward with open mouth and 
extended ctaws. , 


Sometimes It shows those various 


symptoms wlthont charging, restrained 
by prudence, but It never charges with- 
out showing them. When,tbe tall rises 
the hunter can bring his rifle to the 
shoulder and await his opportunity. In 
hunting a man who is on his guard Is 
worth four. 


A charge is extremely dangerous, al- 


most always fatal when unexpected, 
either because of the dense vegetation 
or other causes, but if you see tbe ani- 
mal getting ready flight is useless. 
Stand your ground. The only thing to 
do is to keep cool and trust .in your 
weapon. If you have no confidence In 
yourself It Is prudent to avoid measur--i 
Ing your strength against these oolj 
mals.—Exchange.

Tfte day Is not, ns is commonly sup- 


posed, the time required by the earth, 
to make one turn on Its axis, but the 
interval between two successive pas- 
sages of the sun across the meridian— 
that is to sny, the time which elapses 
after the sun Is seen exactly south In. 
its diurnal course through tbe heavens 
before It Is again seen In that position. 


_\ow, In 'consequence of the earth's 


revolution In Its orbit or path round 
the sun, the sun has the appearance 
of moving very slowly In the heavens 
In a direction from east to west 
At 


noon tomorrow the sun will be a short 
distance to the east of the point In the 
heavens at which It Is seen at noon 
today, so that when tbe earth has 
mnde one complete turn It will still 
have to turn four minutes longer be- 
fore the sun can again be seen exactly 
south.

oil" and "kerosene oil."

mineral 
hydrocarbons, 
like 


naphtha, pnralllu i\m\ petroleum, lull 
treat only the two well detineil groups 
—llxed oils ami fats and the essential 
or volatile oils.
